New Budget to Speed 


Rearmament of Army 


Preliminary estimates for the Army 
for the fiscal year 1940, to be submitted 
to the Bureau of the Budget early next 
week, will seek administrative approval 
of funds for markedly stepping up the 
reurmament program. 

Already stimulated by the President's 
National Defense message last 
and by a strong public sentiment that the 
United States should place itself in a 
proper posture of defense, the program 
for equipment under the protective mobi 
lization plan could, it is understood, with 
benefit to industry as well as defense, be 
completed within two years instead of 
the three or four which would be neces 
sary even under the more ample appro 
priations granted for the current fiscal 
year. 

Other items for which the War Depart 
ment will seek consideration in its pre 
liminary estimates and in the justifica 
tion hearings which the Budget Bureau 
will conduct late in October probably will 
include:

Rear Adm. Forde Todd, USN, report 
ing here this week for conferences with 
Administration leaders regarding policies 
of the newly formed Atlantic Squadron 
which he commands, went away with the 
understanding that in event of outbreak 
of war in Europe, his force is to be held 
in readiness to protect American trans 
Atlantic shipping.

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Army Offers Pay Plan 
As Joint Board Meets 


The long-delayed opening of the joint 
service pay study finally was held this 
week and despite the fact that the meet 
ing was intended as a preliminary ses- 
sion, considerable progress was reported, 

With less than four months to reach an 
ugreement in the controversial pay ques 
tion and draft a bill for presentation to 
Congress, Brig. Gen. Lorenzo D, Gasser, 
Army representative and chairman of the 
Interdepartmental Pay Board, wasted no 
time in getting the study well underway. 
An agreement was reached as to methods 
of procedure and then General Gasser 
put before the group an outline of a pro- 
posed new pay bill approved by the War 
Department. 

Designed to furnish a basis for dis- 
cussion and enable the other services to 
have something definite to consider in 
drafting their own proposals, thus prob 
ably shortening the preliminaries, the 
War Department proposal, it was said, 
wis along general lines and follows the 
previously indicated pay policies of the 
military service, The plan provides for 
the continuation of the present system of 
basing officers’ pay on length of service 
rather than on rank and for continuation 
of the system of allowances, The pro- 
posal as to enlisted pay closely follows 


the report of the Department on the 
Sheppard pay bill of last session, 
The major problem before the pay 


board centers around the Army’s insist 
ance on pay based on length of service 
and the Navy's demand that pay be based 


on rank. While the Navy Department 
has not us yet adopted any directive on 
the question, it is fairly well assured 


that the sea service will follow the poli 
cies set forth in the Navy Pay Board of 
128. Preparation of the Navy Depart 
ment’s answer to the plan offered this 
week by General Gasser awaits the re 
turn next week of Rear Adm. J. O. Rich 
aurdson, Chief of the Bureau of Naviga 


tion. Capt. Jesse BB. Oldendorf, USN, 
Navy representative on the board and 
Capt. 'T. S. Wilkinson, USN, who is ex-

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Several weeks ago the War Department announced that an “experimental” slate 
blue field uniform had been adopted and would be tested by the Army with a view 
toward making it a general issue in the Army if tests proved the uniform’s value. 
The War Department's action attracted universal interest and comment, most of 
which was favorable. 


The New York Vimes writes, “Admiring maidens loved our soldiers for many 
reasons, but not because of the dashing manner in which they were dressed. The 
War Department has found it diflicult to get quantities of olive drab cloth in the 
exact shade that pleases its exacting eye. It is therefore about to experiment with 
au shade called slate blue. No doubt every woman knows the color, Beauty and 
tradition are not the prime requisities. The Department wants a cloth that will not 
fade and which will not be couspicuous at a distance, The ‘Boys in Blue’ seem par- 
ticularly American. And slate blue, if it is chosen, will symbolize the peaceful re 
union of the States. For this new shade must have a little suggestion of the old Con 
federate gray in it.” 


The New York Sun, comments, “The War Department announcement says that 
the slate blue uniform ‘apparently improves the desirable invisibility characteristics.’ 
The olive drab uniform was adopted when the only concealment sought was from 
enemy troops on the ground. It is of even more importance now to seek a uniform 
that will provide concealment from the enemy in the air. The French, with their 
horizon blue, proved during the World War that the proper shade of blue is no 
more conspicuous than the proper shade of brown. Probably the War Department’s 
slate blue lies very close on the color card to the French Republic’s horizon blue. One 
thing that the private in the rear rank will be able to say definitely about the uniform 
under test, after a year’s wear, is whether it is comfortable or not. If it binds the 
neck, restricts the arms, makes a long march seem longer or even produces vague 
malaise, be sure that the news will percolate to the high command.” 


“What the government has done is not merely to authorize a paler shade of blue, 
with poor visibility, so far as the enemy is concerned, but to give the final death 
blow to the high choker collars and generally adopt habiliments suitable to the 
battlefield rather than the parade ground,” says the Philadelphia Bulletin. 

“It is evident from any angle that show-off Army attire is seeing its last days. 
Scenic theatricism is being eliminated from the picture of modern conflict.” 


The Boston, Mass., Globe, is critical. “America’s fighting men ashore have hitherto 
always managed to combine snappiness in appearance with a kind of functional com 
mon sense in the matter of uniforms. For modern war both are desired, but the latter 
especially, as witness the custom of clipping off overcoats during the World War in 
lrance. 

“Published pictures of the proposed new uniforms suggest that the model was

Infantry School Opening 

Ft. Benning, Ga.—Activity at Ft. Ben- 
ning this week will revolve largely about 
the reception and housing of 192 incoming 
students for the opening of the Infantry 
School's twentieth school year on Septem- 
ber 15. All students in the four courses | 
starting on that date are due to report by 
next Saturday. 

Of the four courses, the regular course, 
which will last until next June 15, will 
enroll 111 officers. Of this number, 101 are 
infantry ollicers of the regular army, most 
of whom have served but a single tour of 
duty since graduation from the military 
academy. One member of the class is a 
medical officer, four are Marine Corps 
officers, one is a cavalry officer and three 
belong to the new army of the Philippine 
Commonwealth, 

The second of the courses starting Sept. 
15, is offered this year for the first time. 
It is a course in advanced communica 
tions. Ten oflicers of infantry who gradu- 
uted from the regular course last year 
will make up the class. Instruction, which 
will embrace highly technical and tacti- 
eal training in all types of military com 
munication, will terminate on next Feb, 2, 
by wheh time it is expected all students 
in attendance will be qualified as regi- 
mental communications oflicers. 

The third course getting under way at 
the opening will be the tank course, It 
will enroll 32 officers of the regular army. 
This course will end next June 15. 

The fourth course to start Sept. 15, will 
be the refresher course for sergeant in- 
structors of the National Guard. Forty 
non-commissioned officers of the Regular 
Army will be in attendance. It is designed 
primarily to bring these instructors up to 
date on the latest teachings of the Infan 
try School. The course will be completed 
next Dec, 16. 

The opening day of the school will start 
With assemblies at which Brig. Gen. Asa 
L. Singleton, Commandant, and Lt. Col. 
Courtney Hl. Hodges, the recently ap- 
pointed Assistant Commandant, will ex- 
tend their welcome to the students. Colo- 
nel Hodges will include in his remarks a 
brief outline of the courses, and summar- 
ize their objectives.

If voluminous knickerbockers, then why not plaited 
coats, old blue wash ties and checkered shirts, with a bunch of ribbon at each knee? 

“The soldier has a good deal to put up with, noncoms and second lieutenants 
heing what they are. Why dress him up as if he were going grouse hunting?” 


The St. Paul, Minn., Pioneer Press says, “Olive drab which replaced the gaudy 
old nineteenth century blues after the Spanish-American War provided a bit of 
camouflage without intent. Shades vary from a light tan to a dark brown and 
frequently ina single company all of the intervening hues may be found. 

“An Army field uniform has many requirements. It must be made of durable 
material that can be quickly manufactured in almost any mill. It must be of a neutral 
shade and its design, in addition to comfort must have in mind the accoutrements of 
the soldier. Finally, it must be snappy, for a soldier in a pair of overalls inspires no 
thoughts of glory either in himself or his observers. 

“The War Department need have no fears for the latter requirement insofar 
as color is concerned if the slate blue now being tested has a resemblance to the Con 
federate gray.” 


“Members and prospective members of the United States Army evidently are 
not greatly disturbed by the announcement that the Army’s uniforms may eventually 
be slate blue instead of olive drab. There is, to be sure, some criticism of the pro- 
posed new color, Some officers liken it to ‘faded blue denim,’ but there are no pro- 
tests of loyalty to olive drab,” says the Worcester, Mass., Telegram. 

“The morale of the A. lk. F. was high, both before and after the Armistice. But 
its level probably would have been still higher, if its uniforms had been more com 
fortable and more sightly.” 


The Trenton, N. J., Gazette writes, “Now, at last, some thought is being given 
to the soldier’s uniform, and, after exhaustive study of the issue, a decision has been 
reached. The Army intends to swing back in the general direction of the old romantic 
days when its men wore blue, a sort of grayish blue, reminiscent of the horizon blue of 
the poilu. It lends a little color to the soldier and, in addition, has the practical ad- 
vantage of being inconspicuous at a distance, 

“The change will be welcomed. The average soldier has pride in his appearance. 
Ile likes to be spick and span, bright and snappy. Olive drab does not lend itself to 
ornamentation, Dashing in spirit, the desire of the soldier to be dashing in appearance 
as well is understandable. We will await with interest the reappearance of the 
‘Boys in Blue.’ ” 


The Indianapolis, Ind., Star says, “Poetry and sentiment should be encouraged 
by decision of the War Department to make a year’s study of a woolen slate blue 
uniform. If and when adopted for general army use, it may be the heroine in future 
sentimental novels will have slate blue eyes to match her lover's uniform.”

Special Physical Examinations 

Special physical examinations will be 
given to all officers of the Line of the 
Navy who are eligible for selection by 
reason of service in grade und whose 
medical records indicates that they are 
not physically qualified, it was revealed 
at the Navy Department this week. 

Preparing for the senior and = inter 
mediate selection boards to be convened 
early this winter, the Bureau of Naviga 
tion recently submitted to the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery, a list of the offi 
cers of the grades of captain, commander, 
and lieutenant commander, who have 
four years service in grade and are under 
the law eligible for selection. Medicine 
and Surgery was asked to search the 
medical records of the 600 odd. officers 
concerned and indicate which of them are 
unfit, on the basis of their most recent 
examination. A relatively small number 
of officers, it was said, were certified by 
the Surgeon General in this connection, 
and all of them are being ordered before 
Medical Examining Bourd for special ex 
aminations. The result of this examina 
tion will determine which officers will not 
be placed on the list of eligibles to be 
furnished the selection boards. Officers 
who do not receive orders to appear for 
such examinations within the next few 
days, are therefore assured that their 
names will not be withheld from the se 
lection board because of physical reasons. 

Similar action will be taken later as to 
lieutenants and lieutenants, junior grade, 
It was indicated that this procedure 
would be followed in future years as well. 
The Marine Corps took like action for 
the general officer bourd to be convened, 
Sept. 19 and will follow the same plan 
for future boards. 

Meanwhile, two points affecting the 
physical fitness and medical records of 
officers have been submitted to the Judge 
Advocate General for decision. Study of 
the act raised the question as to whether 
under the new definition of “failure of 
selection” contained in the Act, an officer 
Whose hame was not submitted to the 
board because not physically qualified, 
would be held to have been passer over 
The first proviso of Sec. Ula) provides : 
“That in each grade all officers not se 
lected as best fitted for promotion but 
senior in lineal rank to the junior officer 
selected as best fitted by each board shall 
be considered as having failed of selec 
tion as best fitted.””, Under this it is con 
sidered that an officer whose name was 
not submitted to the selection board be 
cause not physically qualified, and who 
later is found to be physically fit, will be 
in the status of having failed of selection. 
The Judge Advocate General will rule on 
the point. 

The other question put up to the JAG, 
is as whether statements made by Line 





officers in fitness reports as to an officer's 
physical condition, constitute “medical 
records” within the meaning of Sec. S(a) 
and must be excluded from the informa 
tion furnished to selection boards, The 
general opinion is that such statements 
are not medical records 





Army Football Squad Reports 

West Point, N. Y.-- Without pads and 
dressed in shorts and sleeveless jersies, 
Army's varsity football squad of 48 men 
reported Sept. 1 to Captain Bill Wood, 
West Point’s new head coach, for the 
first practice of the season, Classes hay 
ing also started that day, the squad did 
not get out to the practice field until 
8:45 in the afternoon, but Wood lost no 
time in starting the conditioning drills 
that will constitute most of the program 
for the first ten days. 

Twelve lettermen reported for the 
workout, the remainder of the squad con 
sisting of 21 of last year’s reserves and 
15 members of last fall’s plebe team. 
Left from last year’s starting team were 
Jim Schwenk, Woodrow Wilson and 
Charley Long, all backfield men; Bob 
Little, a guard, and Riggs Sullivan, end.

A. E. F. 20 Years Ago 











Since last Wednesday, the Allied line 
has gone forward on a wide front, ‘The 
retreat of the enemy has been general 
along a front of 100 miles, from the Arras 
Cambrai sector to Rheims, Additional 
ground has also been yielded to the Allies 
on the Flanders front. The pressure 
which forced this retreat came at two 
points: (1) British front between Arras 
and Peronne; and (2) Franco-American 
sector on plateau of Soissons, The Brit- 
ish drive toward Cambrai paused on the 
line of the LaSensee marshes northwest 
of Cambrai and the Canal du Nord, where 
the enemy apparently organized his de- 
fenses. Beyond this canal, Cambrai is 
only seven miles away. The terrain con- 
sists of low hills, with no natural ob- 
stacles toa further advance. The British, 
however, crossed the canal farther south, 
and also the Somme river, both north and 
south of Peronne, and advanced rapidly 
during Thursday and Friday toward the 
Hindenburg line north of St, Quentin, The 
advance of the French in the Noyor see- 
tor, which began last Wednesday when 
they captured the great part of the Autre- 
court plateau, northeast of Noyon, spread 
on the following days, until it merged 
with the British advance on the north, 
with the French advance in the Soissons 
region and along the Vesle, Last night 
(Sept. 6) the Allies were only eight miles 
from St. Quentin, and the Hindenburg line 
ix only ten miles away at the farthest 
point, The Franco-American drive across 
the plateau north of Soissons, directed 
against the flank of the Chemin des 
lbumes, after a week of severe fighting, 
forced the enemy to fall back without 
further resistance from the Vesle. Our 
Allied forces crossed the Vesle-Aisne ridge 
and reached the Aisne river on a ten-mile 
front last night. In Flanders, a little 
more ground, mainly Belgium soil, north 
of Armentieres, has been reoccupied by 
the Allies 
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Assignment of General Officers

Initiate Facsimile Transmission 

Ft. Knox, Ky., Sept. 11—-For the first 
time in the history of the U. 8S. Army, 
facsimile copies of maps, pictures and 
orders will be transmitted over Army 
field wire lines during the 2nd Army 
Command Post Exercise to be held at Ft. 
Knox, Ky., Sept. 18-24, under the leader- 
ship of Maj. Gen. H. A. Drum, USA, who 
commands the Second Army. 

Through the efforts of Maj. Gen. J. O. 
Mauborgne, the Chief Signal Officer of 
the Army, the special equipment needed 
for this purpose has been developed and 
made available for these tests by an out- 
standing communication company after 
intensive work in its research labora- 
tories. 

The new system to be tested by the 
Second Army is similar in some respects 
to that used by the Associated Press in 
its “Wire Photo Service” but does not re- 
quire the elaborate photographic dark 
room installation of the former system. 
The new system permits the receipt of a 
single copy of the transmitted map or 
message, or by a simple change at the 
receiving instrument a record can be 
made from which any number of copies 
can be reproduced in a very short time 
and distributed locally to the Command, 
a feature especially desirable in military 
operations. A letter size page may be 
transmitted in approximately twelve 
minutes or a fourteen inch stencil sheet 
may be cut in approximately sixteen 
minutes. 

The headquarters of the larger units of 
a Field Army are often located forty to 
one hundred miles apart. Normal dis- 
tribution of field orders and maps by 
motorcycle or automobile messengers 
often requires from three to four hours. 
It is believed that the new system will 
permit the distribution of much of this 
material in from 15 minutes to one hour, 
irrespective of the distance between the 
headquarters of the units concerned. The 
system has an advantage over teletype 
which is widely used in Army communi- 
cations, in that maps and pictures may 
be transmitted. 

Should the 2nd Army field tests of the 
apparatus prove successful, this method 
of facsimile transmission over wires may 
well find a permanent place in the Army’s 
field communication system. 





Speed Army’s Rearmament 
(Continued from First Page) 
selection of men and to avoid a hump, it 
is unlikely that the Department will ask 
an increase of more than 400 officers, 150 
of which will be to take care of commis- 
sioning the exceptionally large West 
Point class next June, which probably 
will number 450—150 more than the an- 
ticipated vacancies. As for enlisted per- 
sonnel, it is probably that about half of 
the estimated need will be sought next 

year, or an increase of about 8,000 men. 
2. Provision for a return to the full 1,- 
000 Reserve officer trainees on one year’s 
active duty with the Regular Army under 
the provisions of the Thomason Act and 
the commissioning of 100 of them in the 





Regular establishment. Also funds for 
1,000 Reserve officers on extended active 
duty with the Regular Army and 300 Re- 
serve officers at the General and Special 
Service Schools. 

3. Carrying forward of the program for 
the construction of barracks, quarters, 
storage and technical facilities costing 
about $275,000,000. More than $12,000,- 
000 was provided for this purpose in the 
current appropriation bill and about $50,- 
000,000 has been alloted from Public 
Works funds, supplemented by some 
Works Progress Administration grants. 

4. Additional funds for the carrying 
forward of the Educational Orders Pro- 
gram already started this year with $2,- 
000,000 released from the administrative 
reserve by President Roosevelt. 

5. Funds for the acquisition of another 
major air base under the Wilcox Act— 
possibly the one in Alaska. 

6. An additional 5,000 increment to the 
National Guard personnel, thus bringing 
it up to the 210,000 strength deemed nec- 
essary. 

7. An increase in grades and ratings 
for enlisted personnel to take care of the 
increased responsibilities created by the 
modern and technical weapons. 

8. Funds for replacement of aircraft to 
maintain the Baker Board strength of 
2,320 planes expected to be attained by 
the end of this fiscal year. 

In the matter of armament and equip- 
ment, detailed studies have revealed that 
to equip the initial protective force, con- 
sisting of most of the Regular Army and 
the National Guard, with the critical 
items necessary, will cost about $142,000,- 
000. The war reserves for such a force 
amounts to approximately the same sum 
additional. The amount included in the 
regular appropriations this current year 
for new equipment was $102,362,677. 
Thus, to complete the full program in two 
years would not involve much more funds 
than those appropriated for the current 
year. 

The current year’s program = consti- 
tutes the most genuine progress that has 
been made in modernization of the Army 
since the World War. For the first time 
the Army will have antitank guns de- 
signed for that purpose, instead of the 
previous .50 caliber machine guns, The 
new 37 mm. antitank gun will soon go 
into production, while at the same time 
the Ordnance Department is delving into 
the possibilities of antitank artillery of 
smaller caliber capable of more rapid 
transportation and smaller gun crews. 

In antiaircraft artillery this year’s 
funds will give both guns and fire control 
equipment for about 80 batteries for the 
Regular Army and the National Guard. 
Other artillery advances this year will 
include additional batteries equipped 
with the modernized carriage for the 75 
mm. gun, construction of small mortars 
for the Infantry, and railway artillery 
for coast defenses. 

In tanks the current year will see the 
production of 18 medium tanks of new 
design. In semiautomatic rifles, 2,500 
will be manufactured for the Regular 
Army and the same amount for the Na- 
tional Guard. The ammunition produc- 
tion program will total about $14,000,000, 
which is in excess of the normal capacity 
of Ordnance Arsenals and will be shared 
with commercial concerns. 





New Leave Regulations 

Changes in Army Regulations were is- 
sued by the War Department this week 
rivising AR 605-115, concerning the leave 
of absence of officers at small posts and 
stations at which few officers are as- 
signed: 

Cirewar No, 48 changes paragraph 
Ha(2) of the regulations to read as fol- 
lows: 

(2) Except in case of urgent necessity, 
leave of absence will not be granted so that 
a company will be left without a commis- 
sioned officer, or a post or camp without two 
commissioned officers and competent medical 
attendance. This restriction will not apply 
to those posts, camps, or stations where the 
normal complement of commissioned person- 
nel is less than three. In such cases, leave 
will not be granted except in emergency so as 
to leave the post or camp without a com- 





missioned officer. In event of such emergency, 
the next higher authority will be notified im- 
mediately. Leave will not be = granted, 
normally, to an officer during the target prac- 
tice or service practice of his organization or 
during the season of active field exercises, 
mancuvers, or similar operations; nor to an 
officer during the period of active training of 
the civilian components of the Army when 
the officer's services are required in connec 
tion with such training. None of the above 
restrictions will apply to posts, camps, or 
stations where the personnel consists of a 
caretaking detachment or where only one 
commissioned officer is assigned. Where only 
one commissioned officer is present for duty, 
leave of absence for more than twenty-four 
hours will be authorized by the next higher 
authority. Where the personnel consists of 
a caretaking detachment only, all leave of 
absence will be granted by the next higher 
authority. See also paragraph 20, the pro 
visions of which are subject to the restrictions 
herein prescribed,

Justice for the Regulars 
(From the Chicago Tribune) 

Spokesmen for the men who have been dis- 
abled while serving in the regular armed 
forces of the United States—the Army, the 
Navy, the Marine corps, and the Coast Guard 
—call attention to an apparent discrimina- 
tion from which these men suffer. The es- 
sence of the complaint is summarized in the 
following paragraph from a letter recently 
received: 

“Regulars who are disabled in line of duty 
receive a pension for such disability that is 
but approximately one-third the average pen- 
sion paid to war veterans for like disabilities. 
A sailor on the USS Panay, who lost a leg 
when the ship was bombed and sunk recently 
while on duty protecting American lives in the 
Chinese war zone, receives but $37 a month. 
The war veteran of 1918 who lost a leg in a 
training camp, thousands of miles from the 
enemy, receives from $90 to $105. If totally 
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disabled, the war veteran receives $100, the 
regular only $45. The mother of a deceased 
war veteran receives $45 a month and the 
mother of a lad killed on the Panay but $15. 

There can be no justification for the dis- 
criminations here described. The disabled 
members of the regular forces are entitled to 
equal treatment with the men disabled in the 
World War. In each case the victim was 
crippled while serving his country and the 
nation’s gratitude should be extended to 
them in equal measure. 

It is unfair and it is also unwise to dis- 
criminate against the regulars. As the mech- 
anization of the army proceeds, the need 
for superior men in the ranks becomes 
greater. To attract men of the caliber re- 
quired, the government must offer them 
reasonable security against the hazards of a 
dangerous profession. It is said, and it may 
well be true, that the risk of serious injury 
in the regular army today is actually greater 
than was the average risk in the army of 1918 
because then only a very small proportion of 
the total strength was under fire at any time 
while today a large proportion of the peace- 
time army is constantly working with more 
or less dangerous mechanisms which in 1918 
were unknown or little used. If we are to 
have a defense force composed of the right 
kind of men we must assure them of adequate 
compensation if they accept this risk for the 
rest of us. 

As matters stand, the government all but 
confesses that it will deal justly only with 
those veterans who have a powerful lobby 
on their side. The relatively small number 
of regulars who have no lobby to fight for 
them have been left out in the cold.

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Navy Staff Legislation 


Senator David I. Walsh, chairman of 
the Senate Naval Affairs Committee, 
stated this week that Congress would 
consider the question of Staff Corps per- 
sonnel at the next session beginning in 
January. 

While Congressional leaders said last 
Spring when personnel legislation for the 
Line was under consideration that the 
Staff would be taken care of next session, 
two of the Staff Corps—the Medical 
Corps and the Supply Corps—have re- 
cently recommended that any legislation, 
be deferred until 1940. On the other 
hand, the Construction Corps and the 
Civil Engineer Corps desire to go ahead 
with new legislation liberalizing the 
present system. Senator Walsh, in stat- 
ing that his committee would take up the 
Staff matter, expressed the opinion that 
the Line bill passed last session would 
have to be “looked over” to see if. it 
needed any changes. 

The Naval Committee Chairman, here 
for sessions of the campaign expenditures 
committee, said that he would go to sea 
with the U. 8S. Fleet, Sept. 23, to witness 
gunnery exercises and other maneuvers. 
He will attend the American Legion con- 
vention and after addressing the group, 
Sept. 19, expects to inspect naval activi- 
ties at San Diego. Afterwards, he plans 
to visit naval stations all along the Pa- 
cifie coast. Definite plans and times are 
not yet urranged, 


Much interest was felt in Staff Corps 
circles as to the Senator’s statement on 
the likelihood of personnel legislation. 
With the Staff bureaus divided on the 
question, much will depend upon the See- 
retary of the Navy's attitude in deciding 
on the question of Congressional consider- 
ation of a new bill. 


Rear Adm. Charles Conard, Paymaster 
General of the Navy, in his monthly news 
letter to officers of the Supply Corps, had 
the following to say regarding officer 
personnel legislation for the Staff Corps: 


The Bureau of Navigation on July 23, 1938, 
asked for the comments of the various staff 
bureaus as to the advisability of recommend- 
ing personnel legislation to follow the gen- 
eral principles of the Line personnel legisla- 
tion enacted at the last session of Congress. 
This action was the result of the Bureau of 
Construction and Repair including in its leg- 
islative program recommendations for im- 
mediate action, 


After an intensive study of the Line Law, 
in so far as it has been administratively con- 
strued, it was decided by the Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts to withhold request for 
immediate action until the effects of the Line 
law have been thoroughly analyzed, particu- 
larly the results of selection boards acting 
under this new law. As has been previously 
pointed out, there are many minor points to 
be administratively construed and some in- 
consistencies in the language of the law 
which must be cleared up before an accurate 
estimate can be made of the general effect of 
the law. 


Accordingly, it was felt that this necessary 
delay would insure clarity of action when a 
Staff Corps personnel bill is proposed. The 
Bureau, therefore, advised the Chief of Bu- 
reau of Navigation that it was preferable for 
the preparation of a Staff Corps personnel bill 
to be delayed until the immediate effects of 
the Line personne! bill have afforded suffi- 
cient experience to supply a basis for the con- 
sideration of a Staff Corps bill. 


The Bureau of Supplies and Accounts also 
recommended that when a Staff Corps per- 
sonnel bill is prepared that it provide for the 
elimination of a percentage of captains, 
which would, in effect, continue the present 
system of promoting eligibles, and further 
recommended that such bill contain a provi- 
sion increasing the number of officers with 
the rank of Rear Admiral to one per cent of 
the officers on the active list of each Corps. 


This would have the effect of giving offi- 
cers of the rank of Captain a greater and 
more equitable chance of promotion and at 
the same time provide for the elimination of 
Captains in the same manner as Captains of 
the Line may be eliminated. The recom- 
mended increase in the number of Rear Ad- 
mirals is not based entirely upon available 
billets to be filled by officers of this rank, al- 
though the important billets in the Supply 
Corps which may be designated far exceed 
the number of Rear Admirals contemplated. 
This increase, in the general effect, would 
carry out the spirit of equalization and pro- 





vide opportunity equal to that now afforded 
officers of the Line. 

In accepting this basic idea of equalization, 
it is equally important that the eliminations 
in the rank of Captain must follow the 
method of elimination in effect under the Line 
law. The limitation in numbers in the rank 
of Rear Admiral for the Staff Corps has had 
the effect of increasing the number of Cap- 
tains who remain on active duty without a 
corresponding fair chance of selection as is 
afforded Line officers. This has become espe- 
cially significant through the unlimited se- 
lection of Line-officer specialists, Engineer- 
ing Duty Only and Aeronautical Engineer- 
ing Duty Only, as heretofore indicated by the 
selection of seven EDO Rear Admirals and 
the recent legislation which continues this 
opportunity. 

The precedent appears to be definitely es- 
tablished that officer-specialists of the Navy, 
whether Line or Staff, be given equal oppor- 
tunity for advancement with Line officers, Al- 
though, in the case of Line specialists, the 
number in the rank of Rear Admiral is un- 
limited by law, it is considered feasible to 
limit officers in the Staff Corps to one per cent 
of the number of officers on the active list of 
each Corps, which is the identical percentage 
of line officers who may hold the rank of Rear 
Admiral. 

The Bureau has received several unsolicited 
comments on the Line law and proposed Staff 
Corps legislation and appreciates the inter- 
est manifested. The Bureau will welcome 
any suggestions, comments or recommenda- 
tions which members of the Corps may wish 
to send in, 





Navy Football Prospects 


It would be quite difficult at this time 
to predict specifically the prospects for 
Navy’s football campaign for the season 
of 19388. Generally speaking, however, 
the personnel strength in both the line 
and backfield shapes up about the same 
as it did prior to the 1937 season. That 
is, the line material looks fairly good 
with the exception of the guard position. 
The probable necessity of switching va- 
rious linemen to fill gaps caused by grad- 
uation might also weaken the line some- 
what. In the backfield the same old prob- 
lem presents itself, that is, the lack of 
any outstanding triple threat, spark plug, 
or climax running backs. Most winning 
football teams are blessed with one or 
two of this type of player. Navy backs 
seeking positions on this year’s squad are 
practically all the same by way of their 
general football qualifications and abil- 
ity. However, all Navy supporters are 
hoping that this year Lady Luck will look 
down upon the football forces more kind- 
ly and that minor injuries will not creep 
into the backfield. 

In estimating the winning or losing 
prospects of any football season, it seems 
to be fair and logical to base some pre- 
dictions upon a review of the general 
merits of your respective opponents as 
well as the relative strength of your own 
squad, Navy is facing a very formidable 
array of worthy talent in the teams rep- 
resenting Yale, Princeton, Pennsylvania, 
Notre Dame, Columbia, and Army. It is 
also the opinion of many well qualified 
sports authorities that William and 
Mary, V. M. L., and Virginia are looking 
forward to “upsetting the dope bucket” 
in Crabtown this year. With Trzeciak 
and Shu in the backfield, V. M. I., often 
referred to as the West Point of the 
South, is particularly eager to beat Navy 
at Annapolis. 

Regarding Navy’s strength, no squad 
cun lose such players as Gunderson, 
guard; Case, back; MeFarland, back; 
Player, guard; Lynch, tackle; Minvielle, 


guard; Andrews, center; Capt. DuBois, 
guard; Ingram, back; Antrim, back; 
Reimann, back; Fincher, center; Fike, 
end; Franks, back; and not be greatly 
weakened. 

The center position should not be 


weakened greatly by the loss of Fincher 
and Andrews as Harwood and Felix are 
very promising candidates. Wallace, 
playing his third year, should be greatly 
improved. A bad injury almost ended 
Wallace’s playing career last year. 

At this time guard appears to be the 
weakest spot on this year’s Navy line. It 
will be difficult to replace Captain Ray 
DuBois, Heber Player, Dick Gunderson, 
and Al Minvielle. Spector, McMullen, 
Wolfe, Witter, Rhodes, and Feldmeier are 








the most promising candidates, of these 
Spector is outstanding. 

The loss of “Tiny” Lynch, 235 pound 
tackle of last year’s squad, will be keenly 
felt. It is hoped that the great improve- 
ment in Ben Jarvis will take care of this 
loss. Hysong, Bergner and Van Meter are 
all fine defensive tackles. The problem 
at tackle remains the same as in last 
year’s squad, that is, developing a better 
offense. 

At end Navy lost the veteran Irwin 
Fike. Fike was a star end for three years 
and his loss cannot be too greatly em- 
phasized. Captain Powell should be out- 
standing, but it may be necessary to shift 
him to the backfield. In that case, Burke, 
Baughman, Corbett, Ghesquiere, Rowney, 
and Durette should wage a merry fight 
for this position. 

The Navy backfield was the hardest hit 
by graduation. Navy lost the entire back- 
field that started the season last Fall, 
along with an outstanding back in Art 
Franks who resigned. As in the past, 
Navy has no outstanding broken field 
runner as Cooke and Wood are the only 
veterans returning. It can be seen that 
Navy’s problem this Fall is in develop- 
ing an entire new backfield. The only 
department in which the Navy is well 
fortified in the backfield is in kickers. 

As is the case with most football teams, 
success or non-success depends a lot on 
those well known and allusive good or 
bad breaks. Although Navy’s prospects 
do not look too encouraging, Navy should 
have a team good enough to force these 
breaks, and Navy supporters are hoping 
that the breaks will be of the good va- 
riety. This team will be no exception to 
Navy teams in the past—it will be a 
fighting Navy team.

Trade 
(Continued from First Page) 
ing him to command the squadron. 
The present situation in- Europe, has 
aroused intense concern in administra- 
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tion leaders, as evidenced by President 
Roosevelt’s Canadian address, in which 
he stated that the United States “would 
not stand idly by” if Canada were at- 
tacked, and by other statements by ad- 
ministration spokesmen condemning “ag- 
gressor nations.” 

The Navy Department has declined to 
elaborate on the original terse announce- 
ment of the squadron’s duties. Queried 
on the question as to whether or not the 
wording of the announcement on the 
point of “such ports as may be desig- 
nated” included European ports, the De- 
partment preserved a strict silence. 

However, it was pointed out by Navy 
officials that during the World War at- 
tempts were made to protect American 
merchantmen by installing guns and 
guns crews aboard, and that this effort 
was not a signal success. 

The World War, said these officials, 
found the United States Navy in great 
want of an efficient convoy system, and 
although the Navy quickly responded to 
the need by an intensive building pro- 
gram, authorities feel that an efficient 
protective system for merchantmen, es- 
tablished in advance, is an essential part 
of the Naval establishment. 

The Atlantic Squadron is potentially a 
key unit in American diplomatic and 
Naval policy. There can be no doubt but 
that the administration regards it in this 
light and intends to make use of it as an 
implement of American foreign policy in 
the Atlantic. 

The principal danger, according to ob- 
servers, is unrestricted submarine war- 
fare following the outbreak of a war, de- 
clared or undeclared, in Europe. These 
same observers say that the American 
policy in this regard has been evidenced 
in the present Sino-Japanese War, in 
which American Naval vessels have gone 
to great lengths to assure protection of 
American citizens and to protect Amer- 
ican commerce. 

At the same time, as noted in the Army 
AND Navy JourNAL of last week, the new 
squadron coupled with vessels already on 
duty in Atlantic waters, provides a for- 
midable force of naval vessels.

“The 140 pages of this issue are filled 
with special articles written by the com- 
manders of the various branches of the 
national defense, and they are lavishly 
illustrated throughout with photographs 
of the new weapons contrasted with those 
in use at the time of the Civil War. There 
are also tables of statistics included, 
which show in detail the present strength 
of the Army and Navy and current ap- 
propriations and authorizations for their 
increase, 

“The number contains such a variety of 
material interesting to military and naval 
men that it would be impossible to list 
here more than a few of the major topics. 
Gen. John J. Pershing has, for instance, 
written on ‘Industry and the AEF,’ Secre- 
taries Harry H. Woodring and Claude A. 
Swanson have, respectively, taken up the 
subjects of ‘The United States Army 
Today’ and “The United States Navy 
Today.’ Gen. Malin Craig writes on “The 
Origin and Development of the General

IT IS WITH THANKFULNESS that the People and their Services find General 
Pershing on his impending birthday anniversary in health which enables him to live 
his normal life, and perform the duties nearest te his heart—that of care of his dead. 
Throughout his illness, the General visioned his return to France, and there we find 
him today attending to the unfinished details in connection with the Battle Monu- 
ments Commission, and hobnobbing with Marshal Petain and other veterans of the 
World War. America holds him in her heart but gives slight expression to the esteem 
and affection therein. France, likewise, holds him in her heart, and, more demonstra- 
tive, gives him public honor. Thus, for example, the little frontier village of Saint Die, 
where the name “America” had its origin, has announced that it has made the Gen- 
eral an honorary citizen. We would suggest that before the 13th, the date of the 
General’s birth, one of our American cities, likewise act, and if we could have our way, 
it would be the National Capital, Washington, with the President, as its Mayor, notify- 
ing him of this additional testimonial of his country’s regard. 


WHEN HITLER SCOUTED the effectiveness of a blockade of Germany before 
the Nazi Conference at Nuremburg this week, he had in mind the food reserves which 
have been created, the substitutes which have been invented, and probably the supple- 
ments which would enter the country by submarine and aircraft. In giving this as- 
surance, he undoubtedly was motivated by the purpose to remove from the minds of 
the people the memory of the starvation, with its train of weakness and disease, which 
was caused by the throttling British Fleet during the World War. If he himself did 
not know, his military and naval advisers must have known that a Germany cut off 
from sea commerce would be a Germany vanquished for the second time. Through the 
Alliance with Italy, Germany could secure access to the Mediterranean and Adriatic 
Seas, but here also, the French and British Fleets would be of a strength to stifle sea 
trade. During the World War, Germany, through Austro-Hungary, was able to reach 
the Adriatic, but this road was valueless as an avenue for getting supplies. To obtain 
food and oil, the German Staff sent Armies through the Balkans into Roumania, and 
yet was vanquished. But that continues to be the route the German Military mind 
follows. So far as submarines and aircraft are concerned, they would be hunted, and 
they would be neither equipped, much less able, to bring home the tremendous quan- 
tities of goods which a nation in war needs. Hitler should read Mahan. If he did he 
would find this tried conclusion: “Nations, like men, however strong, decay when cut 
off from the external activities and resources which at once draw out and support 
their internal powers. A Nation cannot live indefinitely off itself, and the easiest way 
by which it can communicate with other peoples and renew its own strength is the 
sea.” That view of the greatest strategist is as true today as it was when written 
muny years ago. 


FEW CITIES IN THE COUNTRY HAVE greater importance, especially from 
the point of view of National Defense, than Brooklyn. Because of its commercial 
and strategic position, it is the site of one of our great navy yards. At that yard 
have been built or are building battleships, cruisers and destroyers, and there repairs 
are made to vessels requiring them. The pay roll numbers 7,111 men, and the Govy- 
ernment annually disburses approximately $80,240,000 for the work done. Guarding 
the city is the Army, with the 18th Infantry regiment stationed at Fort Hamilton, 
and in the immediate vicinity are other excellent troops and artillery and planes. 
We are reciting these facts, which are well known to the Services, to show their 
keen interest in the welfare of this populous and progressive community, and their 
satisfaction with any development which inures to its good. Such a development 
recently has occurred. It is the acquisition by Frank D. Schroth of the Brooklyn 
Kagle, which since 1841, nearly a century ago, has served the best interests of the 
people, and has been a powerful force in their education and uplift. There is no 
one in the Army or the Navy who does not know the Hagle, or who fails to appre- 
ciate the support it has given to proper preparedness, That the new Publisher will 
carry on the traditions of the paper is to be expected, A genius in his profession, 
a profound believer in honest journalism, an American of generations of Americans, 
2 humanitarian who fights with gloves off for the common right and for the better- 
ment of his fellowman, Mr. Schroth has brought to the Hagle a forceful personality 
from which the city will greatly benefit. The President, himself, was aware of Mr. 
Schroth’s high ideals and purpose when he wrote him a letter congratulating him 
on the opportunity for high service which had come to him through his acquisition 
of the Eagle. Those of the Army and Navy who know Mr. Schroth realize that he 
will be the champion of the Services, and, if the need should arise, their defender. 
So, in a common spirit, they welcome Mr. Schroth and the old but new Eagle to 
Brooklyn.

Foreign Affairs—This has been a nervous world during the past week. On the 
eve of the meeting of the Nazi Congress at Nuremburg, the Czech Government made 
comprehensive concessions to its Sudeten Germans, which were the subject of a 
conference between Hitler and the Sudeten leader Henlein. All reports agree that 
the two men determined to reject the concessions as inadequate, although they 
knew they had been promoted by Great Britain, and were regarded by that country 
as evidence of good faith on the part of the Czechs. Without officially acting upon 
the concessions, Henlein summarily terminated negotiations because of a reported 
attack upon a Sudeten legislator by a Czech policeman. Subsequently Hitler ordered 
the negotiations resumed. This action was accepted as indicating his desire to seek 
a peaceful solution of the controversy. The London Times, which usually reflects 
the Government view, embarrassed the situation by proposing that the Praha Gov- 
ernment consider the advisability of transferring the Sudeten German minority to 
the Reich. The Whitehall Foreign Office instantly denied that the editorial in any 
way represented the views of the Government. However, in diplomatic quarters the 
opinion spread that Great Britain was preparing to abandon the Czechs, and permit 
the dismemberment of the country; for both Hungary and Poland argue that if 
Germany is to obtain control of the people of her blood and the territory they occupy, 
then they also likewise must be compensated. The Times’ suggestion was necessarily 
objectionable to both France and Russia, which have pledged their strength to 
Czech support in case of German attack, but the two countries are aware of the 
frightful cost of war, and wish to avert it by almost any expediency short of German 
possession of the valuable resources of the Bohemian State, and the nearer approach 
to the wheat fields of Hungary and the oil wells of Rumania. Admittedly, the question 
of peace or war hangs upon Hitler, and, to some extent, upon the ability of the British 
Government to induce him to refrain from hostile use of the million and a half men 
mobilized for “Totalitarian maneuvers.” Hitler is aware of the importance of the 
concessions made by the Czech Government, including as they do police control of the 
Sudeten German territory, and the use the Chamberlain Ministry could make of them 
to arouse British sentiment, and justify intervention, a resort to which it has no 
desire to appeal. It is difficult to see what additional concessions can be extorted 
from the Czechs except in the form of cession of territory, which the Praha Govy- 
ernment says under no circumstances will it make. It had been believed that Mus- 
solini would not go too far in his support of German aims respecting Czechoslovakia. 
Reports from Rome indicated apprehension that Hitler would go too far and thus 
precipitate war. Mussolini is accustomed to profiting from fishing in troubled waters 
and, impressed by the cost of the Ethiopian campaign, he prefers to continue that 
practice rather than undergo the perils of a great war. However, it appears that he 
is so committed to Hitler—the latter spoke enthusiastically this week at Nuremberg 
of his ally—-that he has now advised the Czechs to comply with the Sudeten German 
demands for automony. It is not at all unlikely that Der Fuehrer and he all along 
had been waiting for a psychological moment for such representations. As far as 
possible, the United States has been exercising its good offices both at Berlin and 
Rome in the interests of peace. But our influence at the Italian capital has been 
somewhat weakened by the inquiries we are making respecting the fate of the Jews 
whose exile or sequestration Mussolini has ordered. However, both Germany and 
Italy are being impressed with the preparedness measures of President Roosevelt, 
and in calculating their future course they must take us into consideration. This is 
another reason for the hope that the much feared general war will be at least post- 
poned. 


Urges Bridge Construction—Construction of a bridge across the Potomac River 
close to the Naval Proving Ground at Dahlgren, Va., was backed by President Roose- 
velt this week as of importance to national defense. After inspecting the site of the 
proposed bridge two miles above Morgantown, Md., and advocating its construction 
us public convenience and commercial asset, the President said: “There is one other 
phase of this proposed bridge across the Potomac, and of the other bridges that are 
proposed farther up the Chesapeake, and that is the phase of national defense, I sup- 
pose there is no nation in the world whose people are more peace-loving than the people 
of the United States. I suppose there is no nation in the world that is more sincerely 
desirous of keeping out of war. At the same time, you and | know what world con- 
ditions are and we do have to think sometimes of the national defense against some 
emergency that may come through no fault of our own in the days to come. And it is 
very important in thinking of national defense to see to it that the borders of the 
United States, the portions of the United States that lie fairly close to the seaboard, 
shall have proper access in the event of war, access for the conduct of defensive opera- 
tions. Therefore, the whole Chesapeake Bay area is a very vital link in our national 
defense, and the more that we can do to improve communications in this area in 
peacetime, the more insurance we are taking out in the event of some possible future 
invasion.” 


ROA President on Trip—Col. Stephen A. Park, national president of the Reserve 
Officers’ Association of the United States, left Sunday on a combined air and rail 
tour of Association units in the West. He left his home in Milwaukee, Sept. 4 and 
during the past week conferred with ROA officials in Chicago, Des Moines, Omaha, 
Minneapolis, and Bismark. Next week he will visit, Huron, 8. D., Cheyenne, Wyo., 
Billings and Missoula, Mont., Seattle, Ft. Lewis, and Tacoma, Wash., Portland, Ore., 
and San Francisco. From Frisco, he moves on to Los Angeles for the American Legion 
convention. Using the airways for the most part, Colonel Park will take a round- 
about way home, stopping at Phoenix, Ariz., Boulder City and Las Vegas, Nev., Salt 
Lake City, Denver, Albuquerque, N. M., Wichita, Oklahoma City, Kansas City, St. 
Louis and Chicago. 


3rd Corps Area Maneuvers—Tactical exercises of the troops of the Third Corps 
Area will be held at Fort Meade, Md., between Sept. 18 and 28, under the direction of 
the Corps Area Commander. The major troop units engaged will be the following: 
a, On the Blue side a provisional division, commanded by Brig. Gen. Walter Kreuger, 
USA, and consisting of an Infantry Brigade reenforced by field artillery, tanks, avia- 
tion, and engineers. b. On the Red side a mixed brigade, commanded by Col. Jonathan 
M. Wainwright, 3d Cavalry, composed of horse and mechanized cavalry, reenforced 
by fleld artillery, tanks, and aviation. The period September 13-17, inclusive, will be 





devoted to the arrival of all participating units except the 5th Engineers, Ist Medical 
Regiment, and units already stationed at Fort George G. Meade, and to the field 
exercises of brigade and regimental units are prescribed by brigade commanders (the 
units attending constitute the 16th Brigade and the Washington Provisional Brigade). 
The remaining period of field training will be devoted to the corps area commander's 
annual tactical inspection, in the form of an exercise involving the two forces de- 
seribed above. Tactically, the maneuvers wil! take the form of a meeting engagement. 
Special features of general interest are: Operations of the mixed brigade, which will 
contain horsed, mechanized and motorized elements. The use of attack aviation in 
conjunction with the tank battalion. 


German Self-Sufficiency—Chancellor Adolph Hitler’s statement at the Nazi party 
congress this week that “the idea of blockading Germany can even now be buried as 
an entirely ineffective weapon” is regarded here, among those who have studied 
the problem as closely as censored news will permit, as intended largly for home 
consumption, That Germany has made advances in self-sufficiency, largely through 
self denial, is admitted, but that she could long survive an effective blockade is 
regarded as entirely unlikely. 

In the essential matter of food, Nazi Germany has developed a program of 
conservation, utilization of waste and scraps, ete., which probably will place her 
population in a better position to withstand deprivation of normal foodstuffs. But 
even then, it is pointed out, little wheat is available at home and must be imported 
from Hungary. Hitler admitted last February that Germany could provide only 
about 81 per cent of the foodstuffs from her own territory, which her people require. 
War would reduce this percentage by at least one-fifth, because of the great consump- 
tion of soldiers and sailors, and because of the absence of skilled workers from the 
fields. While the United States requires but 22 out of every hundred of its population 
to raise its food supply, Germany needs 38 out of every hundred, thus cutting severely 
into her supply of man-power. 

At the outbreak of the World War, Germany produced 28,000,000 tons of iron 
annually, During the War she secured iron from Lorraine and, while she controlled 
the Baltic Sea, imported pig iron and steel from Scandinavia, particularly from 
Sweden. Now, with the acquisition of Austria, she can produce only 12,000,000 
tons. In other metals, she is almost entirely lacking, having no copper, no tin, nickle, 
molybdenum, lead, or antimony. Doubtless she has stocked some of these in her 
war reserves, and also she has a program of securing “secondary” metals through 
recovery from worn materials, but that this would be sufficient te carry her through 
a major war is unlikely. It is known that she has large stocks of manganese and 
chromium. 

She consumes 2,600,000 tons of light motor fuels, one-third of which she pro- 
duces locally from coal, and has a total capacity of 3,000,000 tons. Taking the 
German figures, she is able to provide 75 per cent of the gasoline her normal needs 
require. In war, with an effective blockade in operation, she would be sorely pressed. 
The low grade lignite coal, from which she preduces oil through hydrogenation, is 
relatively plentiful within her boundaries, but the proeess of extracting the oil is 
very costly, it being estimated that gasoline produced by this method costs about 
$1.00 a gallon—quite a drain when it is considered that modern warfare consumes 
enormous quantities of fuel and lubricating oil. 

While she manufactures twenty per cent of the rubber she uses, and doubtless 
could expand this production, rubber would be a serious item, for civilian use as 
well as for military. 

She is well fixed for nitrates, her coke oven process having been proved quite 
satisfactory. She is short on silk, but the needs are not large and her efficient rayon 
factories with the timber resources of the Black Forest could amply supply the 
substitutes. 

Austria has available large resources in timber, considerable mineral wealth, 
and inexhaustible supplies of hydro-eleetriec power. However, these were at German 
command during the World War. She has an ally in Italy, which must import food, 
oil, and rubber, and which, having no coal, is dependent upon its streams for power. 


Psychology in National Defense—We are glad to know that the thoughts of the 
American Association of Applied Psychologists are being directed toward National De- 
fense, It is the belief of Dr. Richard H. Paynter, Vice President of the Association, 
that just as steps have been taken to mobilize business men for defense, so the Nation’s 
mental resources should be mobilized. For this purpose, he wants psychologists named 
to the War and Navy Departments with authority to apply the intelligence tests for the 
assignment of officers and men, the movement of suitable masses in connection with 
operations, the development of more human relations between the commissioned and 
enlisted personnel, and the discovery of types best fitted to handle the highly mecha- 
nized armaments with which the Services are being equipped. There is, of course, a 
place for true psychology in defense. It is the science of the mind considered for the 
sake of mental facts and processes alone, and apart from their values or consequences. 
During the World War intelligence tests, now regarded as crude, were applied, but the 
science hus advanced and the psychologists Claim their services would be of real value 
both in war preparedness and war. If they could devise some way of helping General 
Craig to decide between two Colonels, both equally qualified for a star, or the Navy 
Selection Bourds to select equally fitted officers for promotion, we are sure they would 
lose no time in arranging for men of this science to be on call. 


Unusual Marksmanship in CMTC—Two of the most remarkable shooting scores 
on record was made by CMTC basie course students at the annual meet to determine 
the best shot in Battery C at Ft. Adams, R. L. CMTC basic course enrollees Francis L. 
Naughton and Walter M. Florcezk, the finalists in the tourney, were tied at the end 
of the regulation course on the fifty foot outdoor range. Using .22 calibre Springfields, 
and firing on U. 8. Army regulation SB2D targets, both candidates shot perfect scores, 
standing to prone in 35 seconds. A reduction of the time limit to 25 seconds again 
produced perfect scores for both contestants. The time limit was set at 20 seconds, and 
the range oflicer was assured that one or the other would be eliminated. Again both 
turned in perfect scores. In desperation, and determined to bring forth a winner, the 
time was set at 15 seconds. Rifles cracked out, everybody tensed and prepared to con- 
sratulate the winner, when Lt. B. C. Riley, CA, Res., the range officer, announced that 
again a perfect score had been shot by both contestants. A hurried consultation with 
the donor of the prize resulted in the announcement that the contest was a deadlock 
and that the contestants would receive duplicate awards, Col. Lloyd P. Horsefall, CAC, 
Camp Commander, and Lt. Col. Joseph C. Haw, CAC, executive officer, both expressed 
incredulity until shown the targets.

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Financial Digest 

Because of domestic requirements and 
the dangerous world situation, Secretary 
Morgenthau announced this week a total 
offering of $1,133,450,000 in bonds and 
notes. Of this offering 700 millions will 
be to provide new money to be used partly 
in financing some of the 4 billion dollar 
deficit estimated for the current fiscal 
year, and the balance will be employed 
to refinance securities maturing Septem- 
ber 15. About 2 billions additional new 
money will have to be raised during the 
year. Including the offering just an- 
nounced, the National Debt will rise to 
88.3 billions, and by June 30 next will be 
above 40 billions. The cash balance of the 
Treasury on September 15 will approach 
2.5 billions, and as such, and as an indi- 
cation of our financial resources, will ex- 
ercise a strong influence at Berlin and 
Rome. At home, the balance will render 
the Treasury independent of bond market 
conditions for some time to come. Un- 
favorable factors to this market are the 
continuing rise in government expendi- 
tures, the indications of an increase in 
commercial loans during the fall, and the 
dangerous European situation. As a re- 
sult of the last factor, business all over 
the world has been nervous during the 
week, The pound sterling has fallen in 
price, and the American dollar has ap- 
preciated. The price of gold is strong in 
London, and commodity prices have 
fluctuated. Yet business activity con- 
tinues slowly to increase. Concerning it 
in some degree are the failure of the 
Railroad mediation effort, and the call 
for a strike ballot. Before a strike can 
occur, the President has authority under 
the law, to appoint a Fact Finding Com- 
mission, which must report within thirty 
days. During that period, railroad opera- 
tions must continue. The roads would 
like the Commission created because 
they were willing to agree to arbitration, 
which the men refused. Probably an 
agreement will be reached before the end 
of the month. The Administrator of the 
Wage-Hour Law is moving so as to have 
each industry provide’ self-regulation, 
which is hailed with satisfaction by busi- 
ness. Entering into the business picture 
also are the political developments of the 
week. With the renomination of five of 
the nine Senators, whom the White 
House ordered purged, the certainty that 
two others will be successful, and the 
prospect that Senators Tydings and 
George will win in Maryland and Georgia 
next week, it is evident the next Congress 
will display greater independence of the 
executive, the more so because two “yes” 
men, McAdoo, of California, and Vope, 
in Idaho, were defeated. Labor Day was 
the occasion for mutual denunciation 
by leaders of the AFL and the CIO, The 
report of the Commission which investi- 
gated labor relations in England and 
Sweden contained no recommendations, 
but it is generally agreed that it does not 
lend favor to the idea of union incor- 
poration. 





Merchant Marine 


Nearly one thousand applications have 
been received to date for enrollment in 
the Maritime Service. Enrollment at New 
York City, eastern center of the training 
program, was begun on Sept. 6, and al- 
ready a number of applicants have been 
accepted for training. 

Enrollment at San Francisco, west 
coast center, will begin on Sept. 15, and 
indications are that even a greater num- 
ber will immediately apply. 

In a letter to Rear Adm, Emory §8. 
Land, USN, Chairman of the Maritime 
Commission, Secretary of the Treasury 
Henry Morgenthau, jr., notified the Com- 
mission of the Coast Guard’s acceptance 
of the work of training the personnel of 
the merchant marine. 

A mutual agreement on the extent of 
the authority to be exercised by both the 
Commission and the Coast Guard was 
reached, and the Secretary’s letter read 
in part, “The request contained in your 
letter of July 6, 1938 is, accordingly, ap- 
proved, and the Commandant of the 
Coast Guard is authorized to proceed 





with the administration of the Maritime 
Service in conformity with the Rules and 
Regulations approved by the Maritime 
Commission.” 

It was emphasized in Washington that 
only unemployed merchant marine per- 
sonnel would be enrolled in the Maritime 
Service at present. Officials expressed 
great satisfaction at the type of men at- 
tracted to the Service, and said that ap- 
plications were being filed by unemployed 
seamen ranging from 21 to 60 years of 


age. 
Although training will start imme- 
diately at both Hoffman Island, New 


York, and at Governors Island, San Fran- 
cisco, Comdr. W. N. Derby, USCG, Chief 
of the Maritime Service, said this week 
that he did not believe that the Service 
would be in full operation until next 
spring. 

Work on both Hoffman and Governors 
Islands is going at top speed to prepare 
for the influx of trainees. Lt. Comdr. G. 
EK. McCabe, USCG, is in charge at Hoff- 


man Island, while Lt. Comdr. W. G. 
Bloom ts in command at Governors 
Island. 


It is expected that at first a large num- 
ber of Coast Guard officers and men will 
have to be detailed to the training duty, 
but that later graduates of the Maritime 
Service will be available to carry on. 

The two sailing ships bought by the 
Maritime Commission for training pur- 
poses, the Joseph Conrad and the Tusu- 
tila, are now being put in shape, and it is 
expected that they will shortly be avail- 
able for use. 





Letters to the Editor 
Plan for Accelerating Promotion in 
the Field Grades 
Kditor, ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

From reading the ArRMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL I gather that the War Depart- 
ment is considering plans for accelerating 
promotion in the field grades. There are 
apparently two schools of thought, one 
for age in grade, the other for selection. 
The following scheme is to some extent a 
compromise. It is not proposed as an 
ideal plan but as one which would relieve 
the present situation in the army without 
serious injury to the fortunes of any indi- 
vidual. 

The scheme is as follows: 

That promotions to the rank of Colonel 
be by a modified selection as described 
below. 

That a selection board be chosen annu- 
ally by lot from among general officers 
of the line stationed within the continen- 
tal limits of the United States. The Presi- 
dent may withhold from the drawing the 
name of any general oflicer otherwise 
eligible, who, because of illness or other 
cogent reason, is not available to serve, 
and the names of all general officers who 
served on the board during the preceding 
year shall be omitted from the drawing. 
The board shall be convened on or about 
November Ist. 

That prior to November 1st, of each 
year, The Adjutant General shall estimate 
the number of prospective vacancies in 
the grade of Colonel to occur during the 
subsequent calendar year. The selection 
board above described shall, starting from 
the top of the promotion list as of Novem- 
ber 1st, of each year, select in the order 
of their present rank, lieutenant colonels 
for promotion to the grade of colonel to 
a number 25° in excess of the prospective 
vacancies as estimated by the Adjutant 
General. Officers so selected shall be 
borne upon the promotion list with a star 
opposite their names and promotions to 
the grade of colonel during the succeeding 
calendar year shall be made from oflicers 
so starred in the order of their rank. 
Should unforeseen circumstances cause 
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the number of promotions to exceed the 
number of starred oflicers in any year the 
board shall be reconvened. 

That on November Ist, of each succeed- 
ing year, the selection board shall con- 
sider, in the same manner, the promotion 
list of lieutenant colonels as it exists, at 
that time, and include both starred and 
unstarred officers in consideration for 
selection. 

Should any oflicer fail to be starred for 
promotion by two successive selection 
boards, he shall, when the starred oflicer 
junior to him on the promotion list is 
promoted to the grade of colonel, be pro- 
moted to that grade and retired in the 
same manner as though he had failed to 
pass the physical examination for promo- 
tion as provided by existing law. 

Should any lieutenant colonel who fails 
to be starred by one selection board be 
subsequently starred and promoted, he 
shall upon promotion be restored to the 
position on the promotion list he would 
have occupied had he been starred and 
promoted through the action of a preced- 
ing board, but no claim for back pay shall 
accrue by such action. 

That selection to the grade of colonel be 
based on the fitness of the individual for 
high command. In determining this fit- 
ness the board shall give due weight to 
the physical fitness and professional effi- 
ciency. For the purpose of determining 
the latter the board may, in addition to 
considering efliciency reports, call wit- 
nesses under the same conditions as those 
which now apply to investigations by in- 
spectors-general. In determining physical 
fitness, age shall be considered but shall 
not necessarily be determining, except 
that no officer shall be starred who will 
reach his sixty-first birthday during the 
ealendar year for which the board is con- 
sidering selections. 

Discussion 

The advantages of this method appear 
to be as follows: 

(1) By the time oflicers reach the upper 
half of the list of lieutenant colonels they 
should be personally known to more than 
one member of any selection board and 
their record will cover a sufficient num- 
ber of years to form a just estimate of 
their fitness for a high command. 

2) All colonels should, under this sys- 
tem, be capable of any assignment appro- 
priate to their grade. It is understood 
they are not all so considered at the 
present time. All colonels would be po- 
tential candidates for selection as general 
officers. 

(3) The enactment of this legislation 
would be particularly appropriate in 
clearing the hump but, on the other hand, 
would permit the majority of officers who 
have satisfactory service to retire in the 
grade of colonel which is the highest that 
the normal run of officers can expect to 
attain. 

(4) Under this system no really eflicient 
officer need be retired except those over 
sixty and they will attain the grade of 
colonel for retirement. An officer attain- 
ing the grade of colonel at sixty can have 
no expectation of further promotion un- 
der present policies. 

The disadvantages are, of course, those 
of any type of selection but it is believed 
that under the system proposed favor- 
itism would be minimized. The detail of 
the board by lot would preclude any sug- 
gestion of “packing.” 

The added cost is always a prime ob- 


jection to any system of accelerated pro- 
motion. The writer has not attempted to 
estimate this as the process is too in- 
volved for the means at his disposal. It 
is not believed it would be very great, not 
as great as an age in grade plan.
